THE YOSEMITE VALLEY. 

The following dexoription of this cale. 
brated Valley is contained in orie of a sericd 
of letters in'a London paper, giving an ac- 
count of a trip .across the American conti- 
nent. Atter noticing. various’ objects on 
the line of approach, the:writer saya 

Eventually we reached a place where .we 
had a partial view down-into the. Yosemite: 
The valley.is about:ten or twelve miles long 
by one-and-a-half broad in ita. widest part, 
and-:the sides ‘consist of irregular granite 
cliffs from 2000 to:4000 feet ‘high. * It is, in 
fact, a:vast. ront-in the orugt: of the earth, 
and its volcanic origin is 80 visible. that -in 
one place, where 9 huge dome-like moun- 
tain has beeu split asunder. right. through 
its centre, the two halves now incline back- 
wards from. each ‘“sther-and the valley lies 
between, It is traversed by a river called the 
-Merced, as bright and ‘rapid’ as the Reuss, 
where it rushes out of the Lake of Lucerne; 
but this stream. enters its upper end. by 
& succession of: stupendous. cataracts, and 
loaves it-through an absolutely impassable 
gorge, so that the only way for men to en- 


mountain walls by one of the only two prac- 
tical trails. ° We now began ‘the descént,‘a 
zigzag ‘down one of ‘the steepest hill:sidés 
ever marked by a path, In walking down 
you must have gone slowly step by step.

being profonndly iguorant of whatever can- 
not be brought to bear upon’ making long 
‘dregks,”.. Professional: billiatd-playera, 
indeed, are not remarkable for any great.in- 
telligence beyond that requited to play the 
game well, although it demands a consider- 
able amount of brainwork as well as matiual 
dexterity,” We find the greatest masters of | 
the cué content to remain in blissful ignor- 
ance of all that is jnteresting in the history 
of the game in which they so eminently dis- | 
tinguish thomselves, Nor do amateurs help 1 
us tu any more knowledge of the history. of 
billiards,-although many admirers of thé 
gaiue have written pou it ; and indeed-the 
criticisin of the Monthly Rewiew ‘upon a:
